based on deposits. Included in this reserve is | 


one-fourth of the coin annually received by the 
banks as interest on the bonds deposited by 
them as security for their circulation. Estimat- 
ing this interest on the whole authorized issue 
at $25,000,000 annually, the bank reserves would 
be converted into gold at the rate of $6,250,000 
shall keep on deposit in the Treasury of the 
United States, in legal-tender, an amount equal 
to 5 per cent of its circulation ; and, when the 
notes of said bank are presented at the Treasury 
for redemption, they shall. be redeemed from 
this fund, which shall be maintained by each of 
the banks. All other reserves of the banks 
shall be kept in their own and all laws 
authorizing them to deposit such reserve else- 
where are repealed. 

The most important of the new features of the 
bill is the requirement that, for each additional 
million of dollars of notes issued to the National 
Banks, there shall be retired $500,000 of Treas- 
ury- notes; and thet this pro-ra/a reduction shall 
continue until the whole amount of Treasury- 
notes outstanding shall be reduced to $300,000, - 
000. To this retirement of the Treasury- 
notes, the is authorized to sell Gov- | 
ernment bonds, the notes received therefor to 
be retired anid canceled. After Jan. 1, 1877, 
greenbacks may be presented for redemption, in 
sums of $1,000 and multiples thereof, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to re- 
deem in gold coin or to issue gold bonds in ex- 
change. The bonds thus to be exchaiiged are to 
be redeemable at the pleasure of the United 
States, ten years after date, in coin, and are to 
bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent. With the 
notes so received, the Secretary may purchase 
other bonds, or redeem the public debt, or pay 
them out for Government expenses. This plan 
will keep the greenbacks at the permanent issue 
of $300,000,000. Nothing in the act, however, 
is to be coustrued ag authorizing an increase of 
the public debt. 

This bill is an improvement upon all the bills 
which have hitherto been considered. It fur- 
nishes the country with what is considered 


| necessary to meet public exigencies in a free

‘ Tha bill repeals some of the weasty restrictions 
upon banks, especially in the matter of keeping 


unnecessary restriction, because the whole 
Banking law rests upon the assumption that the 
circulation is amply secured by the deposit of 
bonds. The requirement that the banks shall 
keep a reserve equal, in the larger cities, to 25 
per cent, and in the country towns to 15 per 
cent. of their deposits, is retained. 

The persons and localities which have been 
clamoring for more currency have now the op- 
portunity to obtain it. A hundredand sixty-four 
millions of additional bank circulation are 
offered to whoever wants it and can 


try really needs more currency, here is 
ample opportunity. Any locality in the 
United States can secure all the currency it 
needs; and this privilege will determine the 
question whether the real want of these localities 
is currency or capital. | 

The bill provides that, as the bank circulation 
expands, the-circulation of Treasury-notes shall 
contract to the extent of 50 per cent of the bank 
expansion. These notesare to be exchanged 
or redeemed in 5 per cent bonds. The present 5 
per cent bonds are selling at about par in gold, 
at this time. The redemption, therefore, will be 
at par in gold, and the effect will be, should any 
opportunity for redemption be offered, to ad- 
vance the value of the greenbacks towards par 
in gold. In providing further for the redemp- 
tion of all greenbacks, either in gold coin or 
gold bonds, after Jan. 1, 1877, the bill furnishes 
a simple and practical means for resuming 
specie payments, which, if carried out, will make 
greenbacks absolutely at par with gold. 

The bill is commendabie because it proposes 
something certain and definite, and gives some 


lar practices and performances in finances. It 
will give stability to the public credit. We do 
not think it will have much other effect. We 
do not anticipate that the bank circulation author- 
ized by it will be applied for to any very great 
extent. Except in locslities where the banking 
business is good outside of the privilege of 
issuing circulating notes, it will make little 
difference. It is possible that the capital so 
largely withdrawn during the last few years 
from legitimate business, to be invested in un- 
productive railroads and vast schemes of specu- 
lation, may gradually be extricated and find 
investment in additional banks. The re- 
tirement or redemption of the greenbacks, 
however, is dependent on the expansion of the 
bank-note circulation, and will therefore be 
neither sudden nor rapid. But the great value 
of the passage of this act will be the assurance 
it will give the country that no increase of the 
legal-tenders can take place, and that whatever 
expansion in banking circulation may occur will 
be indirectly offset by a corresponding advance

THE FARMERS AND THE CURRENCY. 

/ When the Advisory Committee of the State 
Farmers’ Association voted down the resolution 
condemning the President for vetoing the in- 
flation bill and for not vetoing the salary-grab 
bill, it was no indication of the sentiment of the 
farmers nor of the Committee. The resolution 
was voted down merely because the Committee 
felt it to be beyond their province to take any 
action which would commit the people they 
represented. This Committee was charged 
simply with the task of fixing the time and place 
for holding the Convention in case it was decid- 
ed that the farmers should go into politics ag an 
independent party. The vote was, therefore, no 
indication of the feeling among the farmers on 
the currency question. This is left for them to 
express at their Convention in Springfield, and 
the question will undoubtedly exert considerable 
| influence in the selection of delegates. But 
those who believe that the farmers all side with 
Mesars. Morton and Logan in favor of a depre- 
ciated money and a breach of the national faith, 
will be enlightened by the following dispatch to 
the Chicago Journal of last evening: 

I have had a conversation with W. C. Flagg, the 
President of the State Farmers’ Association, and also 
with the Chairman of the State Advisory Board, 
which has just adjourned, and have learned that he is 

a strong advocate of the President in his veto of the 
inflation bill. Mr. Flagg says that there is also a strong 
feeling in Grant’s favor among the farming classes, so 
far as he has seen, and he fears that there will be 
much danger of the Farmers’ Association wrecking 
their first political launch on this rock. 

The main fact contained in the above is of in- 
terest; the attempt to adapt that fact to the 
Journal's opposition to the farmers is abortive.

It is not true, as the advocates of 
the Centennial bill assert, that the Government 
impliedly guaran the Exposition by issuing 
an invitation to foreign nations to par- 
ticipate in it. Such 6 guarantee could not 
legally be made; if is disavowed in 
the bjll organizing the Commission and 
in a circular sent out by the State Department 
to the European Govermments. The best 
course for Mr. Hawley and his supporters in 
Congress to adopt isto drop the international 
feature of the exhibition at once. By making 
proper exertions, the plan ean still be carried 
out in all ite details, so far as this country is con- 
cerned ; and in this manner all the ends of es 
National Centennial will be compassed, not only 
with greater ease, but with the certainty 
of reflecting far more credit upon the 
nation than would accrue from the partial exe- 
cution of a grander design. In view of the 
wretched failure at Vienna last year of an Inter- 
national Exposition supported by the Austrian 
Government and appealing for patronage to & 
thickly-populated country, a similar undertaking 
in the United States would be criminally foolish, 
and pre-ordained to end in making the American 
people and Government objects oft internation- 


- We print in another column the defense of the 
editor of the Canton Register of his theory, that 
the material of which money is madb is of no 
significance. Mr. Magic's ergument will seem 
plausible to many, and it certainly is ingenious. 
But then it is neither more plausible nor ingen- 
ious than many an argument which might be 
adduced against the heliocentric theory of the 
universe, or certain well-established principles 
of physics or chemistry. And when we under- 
take to reason against the views expressed in 
our correspondent’s letter, we feel very much as 
we should were we called upon to prove that the 
earth moved around the sun or thai 
iron might be made to float upon water. Spite 
of Mr. Magie’s logic, we still believe that the 
material of which money 14 made is a matter of 
very great significance, and. that Mr. Magie’s 
views are “visionary, unsound, and extrava- 
gant.” Were Mr. Magie acquainted with the 
history of money in France and the United 
States alone during the last century, he would 
find his views refuted. Let him study the his- 
tory of American currency as written by Prof. 
Sumner, of Yale, the history of Law's 
Bank, of the French assignats, and he will meet 
with a refutation of his theory by the logic of 
facts. He will, besides, be satisfied that when he 
wrote the letter Wich we publish he did 
not have the same facta” before him as some 
others, and was not, therefore, in a way to give 
an opinion on them a good as anybody 's.“ 
Besides, even if we admit that Mr. Magie's 
opinion is as good as anybody’s, we are not will- 
ing to grant that it is better than everybody's, 
which we would have to concede were we to ac- 
cept his views as to the material which should 
enter into the composition of money, and which 
are contradicted by the views of every thinker or 
writer of eminence on the question, from Adam 
Smith to Michel Chevalier. 

Indeed, Mr. Magie’s argument is fallacious 
from beginning to end. He starts with wrong 
premises, and naturally enough reaches wrong 
conclusions. He defines money to be simply a 
medium of exchange, which it undoubtedly is, 
and forgets practically that it is also a measure. 


of value. We do not agree with him that all we 


want money for is to effectexchanges. We want 
it also to measure for us how much of one com- 
modity we shail exchange for another,—and to 
measure it accurately, at least ag accurately as 
possible. This initial error of Mr. Magie runs 
thrcugh his whole argument and vitiates it from 
the first line to the last. The essential quality of 
money, he says, is confidence,—confidence that 
others will take it from us at the value we have 
allowed for it; and this quality of confidence is 
to be imparted to it by the power and authority 
of Government. Had Mr. Magie studied his 
case better, he would have found that govern- 
mental authority, or power, cannot impart confi- 
dence to the public, or make one take such

ARBITRATION COURTS. 
The differences arising between laborers and 
growing more so every day. A stmke is the 


form which these differences generally assume. 


How long a strike may last depends simpty ou 
the length of time during which the laborers can 
dispense with employment or their employers 
with the services of labor. It were weil for the 
sake of national well-being that there never 
were a strike; but, as there will be strikes, the 
next best thing is that they should be as few and 


as short in duration as possible. Any measure 


looking towards the prevention of these difficul- 
ties or towards a mitigation of the injuries they 
entail, should be welcomed by the public gen- 
erally as well as by laborers and their employ- 
ers. Now it is not a little strange that, whereas 
much hae been done, if not to hinder strikes 
altogether, to find a speedy solution for them 
when they occur, both in England and in 
France, little has been done m America, 
where they are at least as frequent. 
England, by an act of Parliament passed last 
year, and knownas the Arbitration Act,” has 
established what we may call Arbitration Courts, 
to take cognizance and have jurisdiction of cases 
of strikes, wages, etc., and France has moved in 
the same direction. The English Arbitration 
Courts have all the authority and power usual in 
other legal courts. 

The advantage of these tribunals is, that the 
Judges have cognizance only of the differences 
between capitzl and labor, and that 
they are elected by and from the 
ranks of emp.oyers and employes themselves. 
It is proposed that the laborers and employers 
shall elect each one-half the Judges of the 
courte, anda French writer suggests that the 
members of the court from the ranks of the 


capitalists should be elected by the laborers, and 


those from the ranks of the laborers by the cap- 
italidts, It is thought that this mode of pro- 
ceedings would give a court more acceptable to 
both parties thanif the capitalists chose their 
own Judges from their own ranks and the labor- 
ers their Judges from theirs. This method of 
election would give an even number of Judges. 
The odd one, it was proposed, should be élected 
by the laborers or their employers, as lot might 
decide, 
There can be little doubt that many a differ- 
ence which now works untold mischief to the 


country would be compassed by means of these 


courts, and they mignt even prevent strikes al- 

It is not improbable that the laboring classes 
of the community will see that their interests 
will be protected more by these tribunals than 
by endeavoring to wring impossibie terms from 
the manufacturers and other capitalists of the 
country. : 

The chances are that a court constituted as it 
is here proposed to constitute these would reach 
almost invariably an equitable decision in cases 
affecting the rights of capital and labor, and it 
is to be hoped that both capitalists and laborers 
will see it. |

An agent for the bondholders of the Rockford, 
Rock Island & St. Louis Railroad arrived in New 
York last week. The bonds 
amount to $9,500,000, all of which are held in

there is no probability of the road ever meeting 
its obligations, the creditors expect to encoun- 
ter no opposition to their suit for foreclosure. 
The President of the road, Mr. Gable, has been 
invited to meet the agent in New York. Suit 
may therefore be expected at any time, and the 
mortgage foreclosed. This proceeding will, of 
course, extinguish all the present capital stock 
of the Company. A large portion of that stock 
is held by towns and municipalities in this State. 
who purchased the stock with their corporate 
bonds, mostly bearing 10 per cent interest and 
having twenty years to run. The following is « 
list of the municipalities which have issued 
bonds, and which bold capital stock in the Roh- 
ford, Rock Isiand & St. Louis Railroad: 


The road is not finished, and tne bondholders 
who will have to purchase the property will be 
obliged to advance the money to complete the 
road.

The United States having gone into the canal 
business at Louisvilie, on the Ohio River, and a 
committee of Congress having recommended 
four other national water routes, propositions 
for like jobs are pouring in from all quarters.

Sr. Parr, Minn., May 7.—Presideat Drake 
and General-Manager Bishop, of the Sioux City 
Road, published, in the Dispatch, a statement 
that they are advised by the State Railroad Com-

MICHIGAN, 


The Womans Sufirage Convention. 
Corres. erwe of The Chicace Tribune. 

Lansinc, Mich, May 6.—At the Convention 
to-day the Hou. J. H. Bartholomew read a paper 
entitled Political and Social Statistics of 
Michigan,” of which I give a synopsis : 

The following statements are taken from the 
statistics of Michigan for 1870,—a book com- 
piled by the Secretary of State from the Uaited 
States census. According to this census, the 
number of voters in Michigan, June 1, 1870, was 
269,581. Of this number, 82,801 were reported 
as without property. The instructions to the 
collectors of these statisiics were, that every 
person Owniag property, even if mortgaged to ita 
full value, should appear as a property-owner, as 
also every person having $100 of personal prop- 
erty. From these numbers it will be seen that 
30.72 per ceat of the voters in Michigan were 
without property, We may state it in another 
manner, and say that, on an  aver- 
age, in every 3.25 voters there is 1 who is 
nota property-owner. Eighty-two thousand eight 
hundred and one males have a vote snd repre- 
sentation in government, but are not burdened 
with taxation for its support; while 16,455 
females above the age of 21 years are returned 
as resxievt ns gh rpg yy On this point the 
compiler remar at It is not claimed that 
these statistics are anything more than a very 
distant approximation to the number of female 
property-owners.” Real estate is almost uni- 
form!y considered as belonging to the head of 
the family, although a perfect title requires the 
signature of the wife. There is, then, good rea- 
son for believing that the. number of female 
residents in Michigan, aged 21. years and over, 
who are liable to taxation, is very much larger 
than the namber of female property-owners here
